GE proposal allows 
$100,000 from RT error

University working 
on new deal with 
transportation service

An approximately $1 million uni- 
versity Overpayment to Sacramento 
Regional Transit is now estimated at 
just $100,000, according to a recently 
finished investigation conducted by RT. 

Ronald Grant, director of university 
support services, said the transit service 
has given Sacramento State a couple of 
Overpayment estimates. The most 
recent estimate, $100,000, came last 
week when RT General Manager 
Beverly Scott met with Sac State 
President Alexander Gonzalez. 

Both sides will meet Friday to con- 


tinue the process. 

‘Some people believe a $1 million 
overcharge exists, but the analysis was 
incomplete and some conclusions were 
reached in error,’ said Mike Wiley, 
deputy general manager at RT. 

The overpayment was caused by 
overestimating summer ridership and 
neglecting to divide a number by two 
when the payment calculation formula 
called for doing so, said Patricia Worley, 
executive director of Associated 
Students Inc. 

During the 10 years of the current 
contract, which expires in June, Wiley 
said Sac State paid $500,000 more than 
it should have. However, when examin- 
ing the total life of Sac State’s relation- 
ship with RT, a $400,000 underpayment 
to RT happened from 1991-1997, 
resulting in the $100,000 figure, Wiley 
said.

Sacramento State’s Faculty Senate 
approved a new general education pol- 
icy Thursday that allows students to 
overlap nine lower and upper division 
units of GE courses with their major 
courses. 

The policy, which was pitched to 
the Senate by Academic Affairs in 
early April, aims at minimizing student 
graduation setbacks, said Gregory 
Wheeler, associate dean of undergrad- 
uate studies in Academic Affairs 

Once approved by Sac State 
President Alexander Gonzalez, the 
new policy will replace the current pol- 
icy regarding GE overlap, which 
allows students to use six lower divi- 
sion units toward GE and their major, 
Wheeler said. 


Wheeler said the policy should 
benefit between 150-160 students who 
change their major after taking a GE 
course. He said Academic Affairs esti- 
mated the figure from data accumulat-

A committee to review earlier 
design elements and forge ahead 
with the planning of the recreation 
wellness and events center dis- 
cussed why the project was split 
into four phases and looked at pos- 
sible project revisions during its 
first meeting. 

Some of the possibilities pre- 
sented to the committee April 19 
included a suggestion that the bowl- 
ing center may prove too costly and 
a proposal to add a 2,500-seat arena 
in the recreation and wellness cen- 
ter since the lack of funds leaves the 
events center timeline undeter- 
mined. 

The nine-member committee is 
made up of three students and six 
members of faculty, administrative 
or staff. The committee will review 
the decisions of the 2004-05 steer- 
ing committee, said Leslie Davis, 
director of the University Union. 

The committee will consider 
project elements over three meet- 
ings and then present campus 
President Alexander Gonzalez with 
final project recommendations, 
including input from the architec- 
tural firm Ellerbe Becket, following 
its May 15 meeting. 

“Time is of the essence, we 
hope to wrap this up in three meet- 
ings — the whole idea is to get the 
design started,” said Ron 
Richardson, associate vice presi- 
dent of Facilities Services. 

John Davis, design architect 
with Ellerbe Becket, said the four 
phases of the project include the 
estimated $8.9 million Broad 
Athletic Facility, set to be built by 
February 2008; the estimated $55- 
60 million recreation and wellness 
center, set to open during spring of 
2010; and the events center and sta- 
dium renovations, which have 
undetermined costs and timelines. 

Project designer Stephen Sefton 
said the project — now named the 
Alex G. Spanos Sports and 
Recreation Complex — was origi- 
nally one connected building, and 
was divided as a result of two ele- 
ments: the need for future growth

and the desire to keep the practice 
track intact. 

With approximately 80,000 
square feet of expansion space, 
John Davis said the project would 
now have a chance to grow to 
include amenities that don’t make it 
in this time around. 

In spring 2005, the issue to 
divide the project was identified 
and three possible plans were pre- 
sented to the steering committee, 
Leslie Davis said. 

Of the three plans, the plan to 
separate the phases was chosen 
because it met the two elements and 
“it really allowed that area to 
breathe,” Sefton said. “It gives it a 
dynamic energy.” 

Some of the elements likely to 
be included in the recreation center 
are a 15,000-square-foot cardio and 
weights facility, climbing wall, bas- 
ketball courts and locker rooms, 
John Davis said. The wellness cen- 
ter could feature a nutrition office, 
massage therapy facility and educa- 
tional and psychological services. 

One change proposed by archi- 
tects entails postponing or eliminat- 
ing the idea of a bowling center. 

“(The bowling alley) is fairly 
limited with the 5,000 square feet 
allocated in the program,” John 
Davis said. “It requires high ceiling, 
wood flooring and is less flexible 
for different use.” 

John Davis said bowling alleys 
are not being built at universities 
anymore because it’s a declining 
sport. 

Ken Morton, recreational sports 
coordinator, said most bowling 
alleys are housed in university

unions and that “glow bowling,” or 
bowling while drinking alcohol, 
would not be permitted at this facil- 
ity — something that may turn stu- 
dent interest away, he said. 

Morton also said since the 
University Student Union — the 
2004-05 committee composed of 
two ASI members, two University 
Union board members and two 
recreational sports members — 
asked the university to include 
either an aquatics center, a movie 
theater or a bowling alley. 

The committe chose to consider 
the bowling alley over the other 
two, because Morton said it was the 
“cheaper of the three.” 

Another question brought to the 
committee’s attention was whether 
an additional arena should be built 
inside the recreation and wellness 
center. 

“Should we be thinking about a 
smaller arena with the events center 
pending?” Sefton asked. He said, if 
so, the committee would have to 
make cuts to other proposed facili- 
ties. 

Sefton said the arena proposal is 
in response to the feedback from 
the university. 

Cynthia Collins, administrative 
analyst for the College of Natural 
Science and Mathematics, asked if 
the 2500-seat arena could be 
mixed-use and provide a revenue 
stream for the recreation and well- 
ness center. Other committee mem- 
bers agreed this would be a neces- 
sary component of the new facility. 

“T don’t think it would ever 
compete with the events center — 
it’s a different animal,” Sefton-said. 

Scott Model, professor of kine- 
siology and health science, said he 
would like to see the proposed 
arena built as a flexible recreation 
space. 

“Tf it only focused on athletics 
then it wouldn’t answer the ques- 
tion of where the events center 
went,” Model said. 

Also during the meeting, faculty 
representatives pushed administra- 
tors for answers on whether the $25 
million raised by Gonzalez will be 
pledged to the construction of the 
Broad Athletic Facility 


“Time is of 
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you should be prepared to answer 
questions,” Perez said. “If I am sit- 
ting here as a representative for fac- 
ulty, then I feel it is my job to bring 
the questions faculty are talking 
about.” 

Moayed said he would get back 
to Perez regarding his questions. 

Model said the answer is impor- 
tant to students who don’t want to 
see a fee assessed for something 
they hadn’t voted for in the referen- 
dum. Model was the stand-in for 
committee member Joyce Harris, 
director of the Health Center. 

The student fees, which include 
a $56 summer fee and a $110 fall 
fee and were set to begin in June, 
are now put off indefinitely because 
there are many uncertainties sur- 
rounding the project, said Gonzalez 
at the April 19 Associated Students 
Inc. board meeting. 

Leslie Davis said although the 
referendum doesn’t specifically 
refer to new athletic facility, its 
replacement was _ discussed 
throughout the University Union 
campaign preceding the election. 

As the committee moves for- 
ward, John Davis said its important 
that members take a look at all pro- 
grams, check off components and 
be prepared to discuss them.

Debate heats up among 


presidential candidates 


They take questions 
from audience, duel 
over student issues

Studentcrats candidate Curtis

Robbie Abelon had a battle of 
words at Associated Students Inc.’s 
presidential debates held April 18 in 
the Hinde Auditorium of the 
University Union. 

Spectrum candidate .Cynthia 
Dela Cruz and Impact candidate 
Angela Arriola were.also a part of 
the debate. 

Following a question from the 
audience about how candidates 
would help foster more student 
involvement on campus, Grima 
began to pitch his slate’s dedication 
to organizational housing. 

“Tt’s not just for Greeks. We 
need students living on campus to 
foster a community,’ Grima said. 

Abelon responded that organiza- 
tional housing is simply not realistic 
because it costs too much and it 
could impact fees. — 

“You can make promises but 
you need viable options. Funding 
without raising fees is not possible,” 
Abelon said. “Communication is 
needed to promote a community 
atmosphere.” 

Grima responded to Abelon’s 
criticism asking how a conclusion 
could be made without forming a 
committee to address it. 

“T think outside the box,’’ Grima 
said. 

Abelon pointed to a lack of fea- 
sibility. “You can’t move forward 
without a plan. You can’t make 
promises without a plan,’ Abelon 
said, 

The next question from the audi- 
ence was how candidates would 
ensure that the executive vice presi- 
dent would hold all their board 
members accountable. 

Another audience question was 
what the candidates would ‘do about 
keeping their grades up while’ serv- 
ing as president.

hydrogen-powered vehicles and 
that a $3,400 tax credit is offered 
to those who buy hybrid cars. 

Police put an eighth of a mile 
buffer between protesters and the 
facility where Bush toured and 
held a press conference, forcing 
picketers to line the intersection of 
Beacon and Industrial boulevards. 
Bush used a different street to 
enter to the facility. 

There were about a dozen indi- 
viduals out in support of Bush, 
most of them waving American 
flags. 

The protesting group, which 
chanted “Bush step down,” stayed 
on the site for several hours, with 
some wearing stickers, waving 
flags and holding signs painted 
with phrases such as, “Bush is 
lying and troops are dying,” and 
“Plant a tree, kill a bush.” 

Some protesters, such as 
anthropology junior Maggie 
Hawkins, felt it was important to 
speak out against Bush’s visit to 
the energy facility because the 
environment has never been one of 
his main policy concerns, she said. 

“It’s hypocritical for him to be 
out supporting alternative fuel,” 
Hawkins said. 

At Bush’s press conference he 
said hydrogen-powered cars are 
not just a “foolish dream,” but a 
“reality that’s come true.” 

Also from Sac State were stu- 
dents Robert Young, assistant 
manager of KSSU, Sac State’s stu- 
dent-run radio station, and Melissa 
Maxwell, KSSU’s manager. 

Young, a communications 
video major who has been at 
KSSU for three years, said he was 
at the event protesting the recent 
U.S. House of Representatives 


immigration bill now making its 
way through the Senate. As a 
Mexican-American, Young said 
the immigration issue hits home 
and said a lot of students in 
California will be affected by the 
legislation one way or another. 

“Mexican people have a posi- 
tive impact on the economy,” 
Young said. “They (the adminis- 
tration) tend to overlook that.” 

Young said he was proud of his 
homemade sign, which compared 
the hard work of immigrants with 
the complacency of the president 
and declared, “Deport Bush.” 

Young said the work environ- 
ment at KSSU allows for tolerance 
of different political views. “At 
least we listen,” he said. 

Maxwell, a senior communica- 
tions major, said she is against 
Bush’s policy of using fear for 
coercion. 

Maxwell said she heard about 
the protest from Air America, the 
local progressive radio station, and 
was disappointed that more stu- 
dents from Sac State didn’t come 
out to express their feelings on the 
issues. 

“T think students are a lot more 
apathetic than they used to be,” 
Maxwell said. 

Maxwell’s sign read, “A terror- 
ist uses fear to control, and so does 
Bush.” 

Walter Wallace, executive vice 
president candidate for Associated 
Students Inc., attended the event 
because he said he supports the 
Sacramento community and wants 
to send a message to the president 
saying he is “not welcome here.” 

Looking out at the crowd of 
protesters decrying Bush’s poli- 
cies, Sac State alumnus Erik 
Demarco reflected that much of 


Take classes this summer at a Los Rios College 


and get your general education (breadth) 


requirements out of the way.

the group was made up of couples 
with children and what he called 
“white beards” — with only a few 
young students speckled through- 
out. 

“You would not have seen that 
in the ‘60s,” said Demarco, a 1976 
alumnus who got his master’s 
degree in counseling. 

Demarco said he was gassed 
and beaten by local police during 
Vietnam protests at UC Santa 
Barbara. After that, Demarco took 
a break from protesting until late 
2001, when Sept. 11 and Bush’s 
subsequent war policies prompted 
him to start speaking out once 
again. 

Justin Mary, a psychology jun- 
ior, said when he toured Europe 
and participated in the U.S. elec- 
tion protests, he was surprised at 
how often Europeans _ stage 
demonstrations. Mary said he was 
also shocked at how little attention 
the protests received from the U.S. 
media. 

“Our kids have been taught that 
the government machine can’t be 
changed,” he said. Mary said he 
hopes young people will realize 
that speaking out can catalyze 
change. 

This was Bush’s second tour of 
the Sacramento region while in 
office — his first was in 2001. The 
president’s weekend also included 
a Friday visit to the Bay Area and 
a bike ride through Napa Valley. 
At both stops, Bush was met by 
supporters and protesters.

Of the five employees working 


on the staff of the Green Business 


Program, four are college interns, 
and three are Sac State students. 

The program follows a check- 
list to help business owners imple- 
ment new standards that will help 
them conserve energy, water and, 
ultimately, money while polluting 
less. 

Bell, who plans to graduate 
with her degree in environmental 
studies with an anthropology 
minor in December, said she helps 
business owners understand the 
checklist and fields any questions 
they have about it. tae’ 

“What I do is I’m the main 
point of contact for the Green 
Business Program, so I coach them 
through,” Bell said. “I answer any 
questions that they have about our 
checklist, so I can give them 
advice on what would be better for 
them to implement, or if we can’t 
find stuff for them to implement, 
we can work with them.” 

Bell said she recommends dif- 
ferent courses of action for busi- 
nesses, such as promoting carpool- 
ing and light rail for employees, 
while choosing the best chemicals 
to use and integrating recycled 
products into use. 

“When the process is almost 
over I can do pollution assess- 
ments,”’ Bell said. “What that does 
is catalog all the chemicals they 





use, and what I do is to find out all 
the hazardous materials in that, 
then look for alternative cleaners.” 

Aside from her work at the 
Green Business Program, Bell has 
her hands full — she’s currently tak- 
ing 19 units. 

“Tt’s a lot of work, but it’s stuff 
that you can handle, it’s not like 
you're getting buried in work. It’s 
more larger projects, and you can 
work on things simultaneously,” 
Bell said. 

One of the green businesses is 
Café Bernardo, located on the cor- 
ner of 28th Street and Capitol 
Avenue, which Bell has helped 


adopt napkins made of recycled - 


paper, pay attention to gas usage, 
teach employees about what is 
recyclable, turning off their burn- 
ers at night, using low-mercury 
fluorescent light bulbs, using 
organic produce and using a pollu- 
tion-free soap made from lava ash. 

Shannon Berg, chef at the 
restaurant, said once people start 
implementing environmentally 
safe and energy reducing proce- 
dures, people don’t want to stop. 

“You just want to keep going — 
it’s a high,” Berg said. 

The café has saved around $90 
a month on their energy and gas 
bill. 

For meeting the criteria of 
being a green business, the busi- 
nesses receive free advertising on 
the program’s web page and 
through newsletters. 

Alicia Lampley, an environ- 
mental studies major and president 
of the Environmental Student 
Organization and who plans to 
graduate next month; is also an 
intern at the program. 

“I do work between Green 
Business and also I do work with 
BERC (Sacramento Business 
Environmental Resource Center) 
on research client side jobs,” 
Lampley said. “Anyone who calls

in with any kind of question, even 
if it’s not directly environmentally 
related, and they are homeowners 
or businesses — we’ll answer their 
questions.” 

The interns must know a: lot 
about pollution and the environ- 
ment because the questions range 
from household hazardous wastes 
to fermenting. 

“T also get projects that build 
our databases so we can answer 
questions easier for topics like 
what recyclables are accepted by 
the city or who might take asbestos 
in the county.” 

Although she’s graduating, 
Lampley plans to stay on with the 
program for at least six more 
months since she likes the program 
so much. 

Lampley and Bell both said 
they were able to get the internship 
by simply applying — they didn’t 
need any special experience, just 
an interest in the environment 

“T’ ve been doing this for seven 
months now,’ Lampley said. “T got 
the job from the first president of 
the Environmental. Students 
Organization.” | 

Since working at the program, 
Bell says she’s seen the program 
grow. 

“It’s actually really taking off, 
we get phone calls every day, but 
unfortunately there are only four 
people working on it and not full 
time,” Bell said. 

“There are so many aspects to 
changing the way you do business 
or even just live your every day life 
— you can take so many simple 
steps and make a huge difference”

DegreeQuest’s launch date 
pushed back to fall 2006_

DegreeQuest, a digital directory 
created by the Sacramento State 
Office of Institutional Research to 
help students navigate more effec- 
tively through their degrees, should 
be available to students as soon as 
fall 2006, said Chao Vang, informa- 
tion technology consultant for 
Academic Affairs. 

The program, which was origi- 
nally set to open this semester, was 
put off because the work to create 
the program has to be done in addi- 
tion to other institutional research 
projects, Vang said. 

DegreeQuest, a free service that 
allows students to plan their under- 
graduate careers, provides students 
with a semester-by-semester projec- 
tion of what they should take. To use 
the program, students will enter a 
catalog year, degree level, major 
and how many units they plan to 
enroll in each semester. 

“The purpose is to help students 
speed up the graduation process,” 
said Mike Lee, associate vice presi- 
dent and dean for Academic 
Programs. 

DegreeQuest also makes room 
for including advanced placement 
courses taken in high school, allow- 
ing freshmen to eliminate redundan- 
cy, Lee said. The program provides 
flexibility in allowing students and 
parents to try different major scenar- 
10s to compare timelines and cours- 
es. 

“It’s a great tool for freshmen, 
continuing students, parents and all 
those who are considering coming 
to Sac State,” Lee said. 

Farah Naqvi, a junior, said the 
program will be an effective tool for 
students who need direction regard- 
ing their majors. | 

“Tt’s a good way to keep students 
on track,”” Naqvi said. “I would use 
this program to give me the right 
idea, but still have my academic 
advisor double check it.” 

Even though the program will 
lay out’ the courses students will 
need to graduate, academic advisors 
would still be required to advise stu- 
dents on degree electives. | 

“Only a student’s advisor can 
specifically say which electives are 
appropriate,” Vang said.

ize this until they near gradua- 
tion, which may be too late, 
Wheeler said. 

“We try to help these students 
as much as possible, by substitut- 
ing classes, but sometimes they 
have to come back for summer or 
another semester,” Wheeler said. 

With the new policy, students 
will able to overlap the courses to 
credit both a major and GE 
requirement, saving time and 
money, Wheeler said. This will 
help a considerable number of 
students who encounter this 
problem. 

During the Senate meeting 
members debated about the 
specifics of the policy before 
passing it, with many faculty pro- 
posing amendments. 

Bob Buckley, professor of 
computer science, said he wanted 
the nine GE units to only overlap 
in lower division courses because 
allowing nine units to overlap 
with a student’s major “doesn’t 
sound like GE to me,” Buckley 
said. 

He said the purpose of GE 
courses is to expose students to a 
well-rounded education outside 
of their major. 

“In principle students can take 
all nine units in their major,” 
Buckley said. 

However, only two Sac State 
majors are able to fulfill all nine 
units of GE in their major: Social 
Work and Women’s Studies, 
according to a handout distrib- 
uted at the meeting. 





Currently, the program is still in 
its development phase. DegreeQuest 
has already programmed seven 
majors, including  . Child 
Development, | Communications 
Studies, Marketing and Computer 
Engineering. “We tried to start out 
with some of the most complicated 
majors,” Vang said. 

The seven majors will be tested 


Mike Lee, associate vice pres- 
ident and dean for Academic 
Programs, said he felt the current 
and suggested amendments 
would complicate the application 
of the policy. “Without the (orig- 
inal) proposal, it will be a night- 
mare,” Lee said, referring to pro- 
gramming the policy into 
DegreeQuest, a degree planning 
program set to be ready for stu- 
dents this fall. 

Some professors including 
Scott Gordon, associate professor 
of computer science, said he 
wanted to know the impact of 
reducing the policy to six units, 
down from nine. 

“It would be more flexible 
than it is now, but it wouldn’t 
necessarily help all of the stu- 
dents we’re trying to help,” said 
Tony Sheppard, associate profes- 
sor in recreation and leisure stud- 
ies. 

Once the president has signed 
the proposed policy, it will go 
into effect immediately, Wheeler 
said. With Gonzalez’s approval, 
the policy will apply to all stu- 
dents attending Sac State, not just 
new students. 

“The Senate had important 
concerns, but I am glad to see the 
majority approve the new poli- 
cy,” Wheeler said. 

Wheeler said the Gonzalez is 
likely to approve the policy. 
Wheeler said it is likely that the 
new plan will be approved.

“Everything is open, it’s a blank 
sheet of paper,’ Grant said. ““We’re 
going in with no preconceived 
notions.” 

Grant added that Sac State con- 
siders RT a partner and acknowl- 
edges that the transit service likely 
has valid reasons for settling on 
$100,000 as the amount owed. 

Wiley is equally optimistic 
about reaching an accord. 

“We hope we can work this out 
in short order, agree on a dollar 
amount, and then go forward with a 
future agreement,” Wiley said. 
“This program provides tremen- 
dous value to Sac State students and 
RT and it’s my strong belief we can 
reconcile the past and establish an 
on-going relationship.” 

Regardless of the amount of the 
refund due, Grant said a repayment 
plan shouldn’t “harm = either 
agency.”

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Sac State is agreeable to receiving 
installments, Grant said. 

“T think we can find a happy 
medium and make sure everyone’s 
treated fairly,’ Grant said. 

Wiley said that RT has yet to for- 
mulate a repayment schedule and 
was open to Sac State’s suggestions.

He compared the situation to an 
algebra problem — Sac State would 
receive the “answer” from RT but 
not the “work” that led to it.

Barajas said he expects approval 
merely to be a formality. 

“There’s no conflict on this 
issue. ASI and the university are 
working together for the betterment 
of the students,” he said. 

Barajas added that the student 
fee would not increase. “That isn’t 
an option at all,” he said. 

Students and faculty used RT 
768,283 times during the fiscal year 
2004-05, according to a statement 
from University Transportation and 
Parking Services.

The referendum, which was 
passed by 55.2 percent of student 
votes in spring 2004, calls for the 
construction of a recreation center, 
wellness center and events center 
totaling 236,000 square feet. The 
referendum did not mention 
replacing the field house. 

Gonzalez said construction of 
the new athletic facility, which is 
slated to break ground in fall, was 
an “unintended consequence” of 
the project, and that he saw it as 
“just another phase of the project.” 

Gonzalez added that another 
factor causing confusion is that an 
arena may be constructed separate- 
ly from the recreation wellness and 
events center — with the events cen- 
ter to be located in the recreation 
and wellness center and the arena 
to be placed east of Hornet 
Stadium. 

Gonzalez. said a “public-private 
partnership” is the only way to pay 
for the arena because it cannot be 
built with student fees. He said he 
has already been in contact with 
three different parties who are 
interested in developing a public- 
private partnership to build the 
arena. 

Nicki Croly, former ASI direc- 
tor of education, said she cam- 
paigned for the facility in 2004 
under the impression that features 
like a bowling alley, movie theater 
and arena were a part of the project. 

John Kincaid, ASI graduate 
director, said he needs clarification 
on what the facility will consist of. 
“What we voted on is different 
than what we’re seeing now,” 
Kincaid said. 

Kincaid added that students 
voted on the referendum based on 
information handed out during its 
campaign. He said the originally 
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estimated $73 million construction 
cost and the facility’s amenities 
were included in pamphlets. 

Gonzalez said information 
given to students was from two 
separate campaigns, neither of 
which was affiliated with adminis- 
tration. 

Gonzalez said the figure came 
from consultants hired by the 
University Student Union — a six- 
person committee including mem- 
bers from ASI, the University 
Union board and Recreational 
Sports. 

The committee’s role was to 
provide student input for the 
amenities to go in the center, but it 
was disassembled sometime within 
the 2004-05 school year. 

“T think you’re misconstruing 
what the $73 million means,” 
Gonzalez said. “This is what (The 
University Student Union) came 
up with it. It wasn’t my figure. I 
have to rely on what they did on the 
referendum.” 

Leslie Davis, director of the 
University Union, said the original 
estimated cost was determined by 
square footage, inflation rates and 
cost of steel. Davis said the price 
has gone up because of recent 
events, including the high demand 
for steel in China and damage from 
Hurricane Katrina. 

However, Clifford Hawley, ASI 
director of natural sciences and 
mathematics, said the project still 
does not seem to feature what was 
“sold” to the students during cam- 
paigns. Hawley said one of the 
major selling points of the cam- 
paigns was that a facility would be 
constructed for the university’s 
Division I basketball team. 

Gonzalez quickly assured that 
he did not sell anything to the stu- 
dents. 

“[ didn’t sell anything,” 
Gonzalez said. “The only thing I 
did was say ‘the students need this 
and I’m going to be behind the stu- 
dents. Not only that, I’ve been out 
raising money, and now I’m being 
accused of selling something to the 
students.” 

Davis said neither the 
University Union nor the adminis- 
tration sold anything to the stu- 
dents. Davis said there were two 
separate campaigns: “Get a 
(Campus) Life,” which ran by stu- 
dents and “Educate Yourself,” ran 
by the University Union. 

“The University Union never 


took a position — pro or con — on 
any part of this project because we 
ran an ‘educate yourself’ cam- 
paign,’- Davis said. “We could 
never promise anything.” 

According to the University 
Union’s pamphlet, the slogan stat- 
ed, “The choice is yours.” The 
pamphlet provided information on 
what “features of the facility are 
likely to include,” such as an 
indoor pool, a rock-climbing wall, 
movie theater and bowling center. 

A 6,500- to 8,000-seat arena 
was set to be a part of the events 
center. The event center, according 
the pamphlet, was likely to include 
other features, such as athletic 
locker rooms and offices and an 
auxiliary gym. 

“The Crew,” a group that was 
made up of students from ASI, 
Campus Recreation and athletes, 
headed a separate student-run cam- 
paign, Davis said. Barajas said he 
did not know about this. 

The Crew handed out fliers that 
stated, “If you want a better sense 
of school pride, to improve the 
future of Sac State, increased cam- 
pus life, more student jobs on cam- 
pus and a greater recreational 
opportunities, plus” amenities such 
as a bowling center, movie theater, 
arena and indoor pool, “vote for 
RWEC,” which was the original 
name of the project. 

Graduate student James Banyai 
raised a question regarding the 
money allocated for the Broad 
Athletic Facility. Banyai said it 
should be questioned whether or 
not it is legal for Gonzalez to state 
he has risen $25 million for the 
recreation wellness and events cen- 
ter since $8.9 million of those 
funds will be allocated toward the 
athletic facility. 

Gonzalez said Banyai raised a 
good question, and that he would 
look into the legality of it and let 
the students know. But he stated all 
these questions will delay the proj- 
ect 

“(ASI is) not trying to stall the 
project,” said LizetteTovar, direc- 
tor of undeclared. She said the rea- 
son why the questions were being 
raised is because ASI wanted to 
keep the student voice open. 

Gonzalez said he is willing to 
come back to ASI when the details 
of the project are finalized.

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STUDY LABS NEEDED 
FOR NIGHT OWLS 


ne of the hottest issues this student gov- 

ernment election is 24-hour schedules for 

study centers, the library or the 
University Union. 

Between work, school and just plain living, 
students often don’t have time to study. Usually, 
they are simply told they need to make time. 

What about the student who has class from 9 
a.m. until 4 p.m. with only enough time to grab a 
snack from a vending machine between classes 
and then has to work until 10 p.m.? This student 
would not be able to get to most of the resources 
in the Library, because it would be closed by the 
time work was over. The computer labs would 
certainly not be open. The only building they 
would be able to get to would be the Union, 
which is open until midnight five days a week. 

Access to the Union after normal school 
hours, for many students, is useless. What they 
need is a computer to type their paper on. Or they 
need a book from the library — a book they would 
only be able to get if they skipped one class in 
order to spend time finding it and checking it out. 

Or what about the student who, no matter how 
hard they try, can’t study for an exam at home 
because their roommate just won’t turn the music 
down? He or she needs a quiet place to go and 
cram history dates, or math formulas, or new for- 
eign language vocabulary into their heads. The 
Union, while being open late, is not exactly the 
quietest place to go and study. The study rooms 
in the Library are better, but they aren’t open late. 

Then there is the student who, despite sticky 
notes everywhere and constant reminders by pro- 
fessors, forgot about that five-page essay that’s 


due 10 a.m. the next day. They have two classes 
before that, too. This student might not have a 
laptop or even a desktop computer. His or her‘ 
only hope is to get to a computer on campus, 
most of which aren’t open early enough to get the 
paper done without skipping a few classes. 

There are plenty of students at Sacramento 
State who find themselves in one of these situa- 
tions. The easiest solution for all of them would 
be 24-hour study facilities. 

While a 24-hour schedule would be very diffi- 
cult to implement, it is not impossible. As Lenaea 
Sanders, a candidate for vice president of aca- 
demic affairs, suggested, the change could start 
with one or two days of 24-hour services, to test 
how well it would work. If it was a rousing suc- 
cess, the number of 24-hour days could be 
increased. 

Another big issue with 24-hour facilities, 
especially for computer labs, is security. 
Someone would have to be in the labs at all times 
to make sure no computers are stolen. 

There,are alternatives, however. 

Simply having the library open for longer 
hours would be a huge benefit. This has been 
suggested in the past and was blocked by funding 
issues. However, if the funding could be raised, 
longer hours for studying-related services on 
campus would be a big step in getting students to 
utilize the services on campus. 

_ Having the library, the Union or the computer 
labs open 24-hours might not happen by the end 
of the semester, but with a little help, they might 
just become a reality.

Web site has become one-stop shop for jobs, sofas and illegal sex

Women’s basketball head coach Dan Muscatell 
and men’s basketball head coach Jerome Jenkins 
were both given contract extensions to 2008, Sacra- 
mento State athletic director Terry Wanless an- 
nounced Friday. 

The men’s team is coming off its best season in 
Division I history with a 15-15 overall record and four 
consecutive Big Sky Conference Tournament ap- 
pearances. The women’s team, although failing to 
make the conference tourney, managed to complete 
the season with its best record in 10 years (9-17). 

‘We’ re disappointed in not being able to make the 
Big Sky conference tournament this year but we 
feel like the program is moving in a positive direc- 
tion and we’re excited for the future,” Muscatell 
said. “It’s nice to know that the people in charge 
feel like we’re doing the right things.” 

Those “right things” include Muscatell’s team 
having the second-highest cumulative GPA (3.13) in 
Sac State athletics and improving the teams overall 
record for the second straight season. 

‘You want to improve yourself each and every 
year and that’s clearly what we’re working toward 
and trying to do,” Muscatell said. 

Under the leadership of Jenkins, the men’s bas- 
ketball program has improved every year since he be- 
came coach in 2000. His first year as coach the 
men’s team finished 5-22 overall and 2-12 in the Big 
Sky. Skip to 2005 and his team was being named by 
Sports Illustrated to reach the NCAA Tournament, 
marking the first time that the magazine had select- 
ed Sac State to reach the tournament. 

The Hornets failed to win the Big Sky and ad- 
vance to the NCAA Tourney, but they did make 
some noise in the process. DaShawn Freeman and 
Alex Bausley both received all-Big Sky conference 
honors with Loren Leath receiving an honorable 
mention. Freeman and Bausley each received two 
Big Sky Player of the Week awards last season 
which set a school record.

Many Sacramento State track and field athletes will be en- 
tering the final two regular season meets, both at home, trying 
to hit qualifying marks to advance to the Big Sky Champi- 
onships. Others are trying for much more. 

All-American David Nichols, a junior, doesn’t need to 
worry about qualifying in the shot put. He did that back in 
March when he not only qualified for the May 10-13 Big Sky 
Championships, but the May 26-27 NCAA West Regional 
Championships as well. 

Nichols, whose longest put this year is 61 feet, 8 1/4 inch- 
es, said he is searching for consistency heading into Satur- 
day’s Sacramento Invitational. 

‘T’m not happy with my timing,” he said. 

Eight other Hornets have qualified for the NCAA West 
Regional Championships: Raphael McFarlane, long jump; 
Andre Wright, 110 hurdles; Daniel Imlach, pole vault; Chris 
Kirkwood, javelin; Roshena Duree, 100 hurdles; Lori Vaught, 
long jump; Ashley Arbuckle, shot put; and Liz Parsley, javelin. 

The top three finishers in each western regional event au- 
tomatically qualify for the NCAA Championships, scheduled 
for June 7-10 at Sac State. 

Nichols said he will stop his weight training after the May 
6 Modesto Relays to prepare for the Big Sky and NCAA 
championships. The shot putter is one in a small group of Hor- 
nets who will compete in Modesto instead of the May 5 Sacra- 
mento State Open. 

“I am trying to peak at the end of the season,” ‘Nichols 
said. 

Last season Nichols broke the school’s shot put record at the 
Big Sky Championships with a 62-5 4 mark. That mark was 
good for the 14th best by an NCAA athlete last year. 

‘Dave is a great athlete. He is passionate about what he 
does,“ track director Kathleen Raske said. “He is a man with 
big dreams and a big future.” 

While track is mostly an individual sport, this Saturday’s 
meet will be team scoring. 

Raske said Nichols’ enthusiasm helps his team. 

‘His fire can be contagious,” she said. 

Raske also said running on one of the fastest tracks in the 
world at Sac State and not having to travel should help some 
of the track athletes meet qualifying times. 

The first chance for those athletes comes Saturday. The fi- 
nal chance before the Big Sky Championships will come at the 
Sacramento State Open.

Junior Margaux Sheehan and sophomore Heather 
LeMaster led the Sacramento State women’s gold team 
to a third place finish at the Big Sky Conference Cham- 
pionships, while Montana led the tourney in each round. 
Coach Adam Pohll was disappointed missing out on a sec- 
ond place finish by one stroke, but Pohll found little else 
to complain about. 

“Last year we finished sixth and the year before sev- 
enth, so third place was excellent,” Pohll said after Thurs- 
day’s final round. “The final day was our strongest day.” 

Thursday, the Hornets shot 295 as a team, the lowest 
round for any team for the tournament and 13 strokes low- 
er than the team’s Tuesday round. 

“We knew what we had to do in that final round,” Pohl 
said. “This was a huge year for us,” Pohll said. 

Individually, Sheehan was in sixth place after the first 
two rounds, with rounds of 76 and 75 respectively.

The defense countered by painting Daniel as an 
innocent teenage boy who contracted HIV while help- 
ing a bloodied homeless man at one of his volunteer 
events. Daniel was the victim. They argued that not 
only had Daniel and Melissa never had sex but that one 
of the witnesses that testified against Daniel was upset 
because Daniel had taken his spot on a high school 
basketball team. 

“Yes, the defendant has a terrible illness, but he 
should still be held accountable for what he did,” said

Colin Child, a criminal justice senior and a lawyer for 
the prosecution, in his closing statement. 

The-jury, mostly composed of Phi Alpha Delta 
pledges from the spring of 2006, found the defendant 
guilty in the first annual pre-law fraternity mock trial 
on Monday in the Foothill Suite of the University 
Union. 

Fabiola Mora, a graduate student and fourth year 
Phi Alpha Delta member, is credited with bringing the 
idea of a mock trial to Sacramento State. After attend- 
ing two national mock trials in Washington D.C., Mora 
said a mock trial would allow members to get the 
needed practice for future careers. 

“For D.C. we received a case and studied it,” Mora

Getting a coach was a top priority that Mora took 
on after the first D.C. conference. Mora sent out a gen- 


‘eral e-mail to the district office in Sacramento County. 


Deputy District Attorney Paul Durenberger wanted to 
help. | 

“We studied the case, told him what we thought and 
he gave us his input,” Mora said. “He gave us advice 
on opening and closing statements, how to analyze the 
case and how to direct and cross examine witnesses.” 

The D.C. delegation met in Durenberger’s office at 
8 a.m. on Sundays. In these meetings, the case came to 
life. This is also when Mora and others began to see 
the benefits of having their own mock trial at Sac State.

Training for a marathon is_ hard 
work, So is being enrolled in 17 units, 
pledging a fraternity, working, playing 
intramural sports and running for office 
in the upcoming ASI election. But Rian 
Carroll is doing all of that this semester 
and it’s not leaving him with much time 
to spare. 

Carroll, a 25-year-old senior: child 
development major, plans to take part in 
the San Francisco AIDS Marathon on 
July 30. He has put in lengthy training 
sessions, amid his busy schedule, to 


strengthen his legs and mind. As part of 
a training group, he trains frequently 
during the week and more thoroughly 
on the weekends. 

“During the week I'll do a 30 minute 
run two to three times a week,” said 
Carroll, who’s been training for the 
competition since February. “Then 
we'll do a long run down in the East 
Bay on Sundays.” 

The marathon is one of the largest 
fundraising events for the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation, which has hosted the 
event the past two years. According to 
the organization’s Web site, The race 
has helped raise more than $65 million 
for AIDS research through runner spon- 
sorship. . 

“We're excited because we’re grow- 
ing this event and it’s a fun event,” said 
Robert Benabiez, director for the Aids 
Marathon Training Program in San 
Francisco. “We’ve got an enormous 


amount of volunteers, who will be basi- 
cally running the event on race day.” 

This year’s marathon has sold out 
and Benabiez expected approximately 
15,000 runners for the event. But with 
sO many runners, the organization has a 
large number of spectators as well. 

“We’ve got plenty of cheer sections 
set up and volunteers will be taking 
families and friends ahead to cheer on 
runners,’ Benabiez said. 

Along with a training “pace” group 
of other runners, Carroll has been grad- 
ually running farther every week and 
those weekend runs just get longer and 
longer. The group is designed to give 
runners support and allows them to con- 
sistently pace themselves to maximize 
endurance. Carroll recently completed 
his first 10-mile run and despite the 
intimidating thought of running such a 
distance, Carroll said it’s not as tough as 
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Rian Carroll, a child development major, stretches on a railing of the Guy West 
Bridge on Saturday before going for a run along the American River Bike Trail. 
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“When I was in law school,” 
Durenberger said on Monday, “a 
friend’s uncle helped us out a lot. I 
thought this was a real nice way to 
give back a little bit.” 

“Fabiola has put down 90 per- 
cent of the footwork for all of 
this,” said Cody Fields, a senior 
criminal justice major and the pres- 
ident of the pre-law fraternity who 
played the part of Daniel. 

Fields joined the fraternity in 
fall 2004 and even though he said 
he might not go straight to law 
school, he’s glad the fraternity was 
a part of his college experience. 

“I had never done anything like 
this before,” Fields said. “When I 
came to this frat I didn’t know any- 
thing about law school or the 
application process. I think it’s 
important for people who think 
they may want to be attorneys.” 


The fraternity gets together 
once a week and meets with guest 
speakers from law schools. Phi 
Alpha Delta has recently taken 
trips to visit law schools at UC 
Berkeley and University of San 
Francisco. 

“We have resources and infor- 
mation,” said Kinsey Reynolds, a 
senior criminal justice major. “The 
fraternalism has been huge to me.” 

Reynolds, a prosecuting attor- 
ney on Monday, said the mock trial 
and the fraternity played a huge 
part in her college career. 

“In working with the witnesses 
we try to anticipate questions they 
will be asked,” Reynolds said. ““We 
had to try and figure out what the 
defense wanted out of them. How 
are they going to try and discredit 
the witness? And how do we pre- 
pare them for that?”

a little different,” Fields said. “A 
lot of people don’t know they’ re 
interested in law school until 
they’re juniors and seniors in col- 
lege.

it’s better to find out now.” 

Through the mock trial and 
similar events, the members of Phi 
Alpha Delta have learned the road 
ahead of them, if they attend law 
school, will not be smooth.

spectives of townsfolk surrounding 
the crime and details their deteriorat- 
ing relationships in its wake.
